Sees New Period Beginning In 


Expansion And Development 
Of Business In Western Canada 


(By John F, Sweeting, Industrial Com- 
missioner, Western Lines, Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway) 


No change of particular note has 
taken place in the West during the! 
last month. Conditions remain steady 
with varying changes in trade and 
some seasonal increases. The grain 
crop has been rapidly harvested and, | 
while short in volume in the West, is 
of good grade. Advantage has been 
taken of the favourable weather to, 
prepare land for the 1932 crop, and 
heavy rainfalls at intervals in differ- 
ent parts of the West have put the 
land in good condition for such oper- 
ation. 

One of the most interesting events 
during September was the visit of the, 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce to! 
the West and the holding of its an-| 
nual meeting in Regina. The visit | 
brought with it the opportunity of a, 
full discussion on Canadian affairs | 
and conditions, and enabled a broader | 
view of the existing situation and) 
prosperts for future business to be 
gauged than is possible when consid- | 
ering only local affairs. It is prob- | 
able that in paying so much atten-| 
tion to the debit side of current busi-| 
ness, the value of Canada’s assets, | 
which apparently amount to some- 
thing over thirty billion dollars not 
including undeveloped natural re- 
sources, has been overlooked. While! 
such resources are not, of course, in- | 
exhaustible, they are factors in cal-| 
culating the business of Canada for 
future years. 

It is along these lines that present 
business must give heed to what it is) 
going to accomplish in the next 10 
years, rather than to its immediate 
outlook. Granted that the industrial | 
situation has shown some retrogres- 
sion and the crop of the West is be-| 
low the average in quantity and price, | 
the crop situation in Kastern Canada; | 
the increase in construction work; the 
tourist business; lower production and | 
living costs, must be factors in the| 
building up of new business, which | 
will show much greater gains, by| 
reason present reductions, when 
the upward movement starts. Per- 
haps the presen. is being watched 
closely to see the coming change, or| 
only the immediate situation is being | 
envisaged, while not enough heed is| 
being given to what the future holds} 
in store. 

Industrial enquiries coming into 
the West are of sufficient significance | 
to give rise to the idea that a good 
deal of consideration is being given} 
to this field as a manufacturing cen-| 
tre, and that if plans for acutal de- | 
velopment are being held up, there is 
no slackening in the investigations | 
taking place by representatives both 
from Great Britain and the United 
States. Conversations which have tak- 
en place between the West and over: 
seas representatives all look to the 
ultimate development of Western 
branches in a field that will yield good 
business in the near future, and which 
recognizes the necessity of manufac- 
turing within the territory. While 
the present is difficult, there appears 
to be little doubt as to the expansion 
and development of the Western field 
in the not too distant future. 

Undoubtedly, the low price of sta- 
ple articles has produced a good flow 
of domestic business, but the many 
uncertainties in the present situation, 
notwithstanding low costs, are holding

Standardized Pronunciation 


New Form Of English Suggested To 
Be Called Anglo-American 

If, in the future, there is to be a 
standardized pronunciation of 
English language there is a possibility 
that part of the credit must be given 
to Hollywood. Since the advent of 
the talking films the defects of British 
and American speech have been in- 
creasingly apparent. Instances in 
which the pronunciations of the two 
countries differed radically have 
necessitated the making of both an 


!American and an English version of 


the same film. This is the case in a 
recent picture containing frequent use 
of the word “lieutenant” which is pro- 
nounced “leftenant in the English ver- 
sion and “lootenant” in the American 
version. 

Now, questions Herbert Marshall, 
a London actor, why should there not 
be a new form of English embodying 
the best points both countries’ 
speech and acceptable to audiences in 
Australia as well? He suggests that 
the language be called “Anglo-Amer- 
ican" and concludes that it is proba- 
ble, on the whole, that “Anglo-Amer- 
ican” will be more ‘Anglo’ than 
“American” though, he adds, English- 
men will of course, have to adopt 
American words and 
forms of expression, as they are now 
doing, and Americans in turn will 
have to adopt more of the English 
forms of courtesy. 

Mr. Marshall illustrates the neces- 
sity for the standardization of 
“a’’ sound on the part of the 
lish by using the word “plaza.”

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


NOVEMBER 8 


PAUL AT EPHESUS 


Golden Text: “Have no fellowsh'p 
with the unfruitful works of dark- 
ness, but rather even reprove them.” 

Ephesians 5.11. 

Lesson: Acts 19; Ephesians 5.5-11. 

Devotional Reading: 2 Corinthians 
13-11. 


Explanations and Comments 


The Forfeited Chance, verses 8, 9. 

On his third Missionary Journey, | 
Paul came to Ephesus, whence he fol- 
lowed his customary method of 
speaking to the Jews in the syna- 
gogue. For three months he preached 
there, but instead of heeding his mes- 
sage the Jews hardened their hearts, 
and some of them even spoke evil 
of “The Way” (used as a synonym by 
Christianity: recall Acts 9.3), Paul 
and the Christian part of the congre- 
gation, both Jews and Gentiles, were 
compelled to withdraw to the lecture- 
room of Tyrannus. Tyrannus was 
probably a Gentile who had a school 
of philosophy, and Paul may have 
seemed to the Ephesians to be only 
one of the wandering professors of | 
philosophy who were so numerous at 
Ephesus. 

Two Fruitful Years, verse 10..-For 
years Paul continued to teach in the 
school of Tyrannus, and “all that 
the word of the 
Lord, both Jews and Greeks.” With- 
in easy reach of Ephesus were the 
other cities of the Province of Asia, 
on the western shore of Asia Minor, 
and during these years all the Seven 
Churches of Asia mentioned in Rev- 
elation 1.4, 11 were probably found- 
ed. Visitors to the city on their re- 
turn carried news of the great) 
preacher to every out-of-the-way 
corner of the province. 

Special Miracles Wrought By Paul, 
verses 11, 12.—God was the power, 
Paul the instrument. Ephesus was 
the center of magical arts and pro- 
vided a ready atmosphere for mani-| 
festations such as are recorded in 
verse 12, “The handkerchief was 
the ‘sudaria’ used to wipe the sweat 
from the workman's face, and the 
apron was the ‘semicircula’ or work- 
man’s short apron.’’— Bartlett. 

3elief in such power was general. 
Superstition abounded. The spirit of 
expectancy was abroad. “Even though 
these men employed means to display 
their faith, which were unnecessary, 
and superstitious,” says the Cam- 
bridge Bible, "because of the reality 
of the faith, God did not suffer it to 
lose its reward.” 

Jewish Exorcists, verses 13-17. 
There were strolling Jews in Ephesus 
who travelled from place to place 
making their living as magicians and 


exorcists, professing to be able by 
the use of incantations and cere- 
monies to expel evil spirits and de- 
liver men from their malign influ- 
ence. These Jews began to employ 
the name of Jesus and Paul in their 
incantations, saying, “I adjure you 


by Jesus whom Paul preacheth.” 

Similarly in the Book of Acts (19. 
14, 15), there is the record of the 
seven sons of Sceva who used the 
name of Jesus as a magical incanta- 
tion to expel spirits. We have to 
recognize that then, as now, merely 
psychic power might be confounded 
at timesewith spiritual power, and 
produce an inflation of spiritual con- 
fidence, strangely devoid of moral 
quality. And we flinch from the fact 
if we assert that results of such ac- 
tivity are always either fleeting or 


pretended. To go no further than the} 


realms of evang 


ism, there are un- 
doubted instances of genuine conver- 
sion at the hands of men of worth- 
less character who rendered only lip- 
service to th gospel.—R. C. Gillie.

Saskatchewan Schools May Lend 
Helping Hand To Santa Claus 


Saskatchewan schools may lend al 
hand to Santa Claus in preparation for| 
his annual Christmas visitation, and} 
so ensure that he shall have sufficient | 
stock of toys on hand to go his noc-| 
turnal round without passing up a! 
single home, if they respond to the! 
call of the Provincial Boy Scouts’ 
Association and the suggestion of the 
Provincial Department of Education. | 

The Department of Education has 
endorsed the proposal that the schools 
of the province co-operate with the 
Boy Scouts’ Association in the estab-) 
lishment of toy repair shops as a) 
“Christmas Good Turn” on behalf of 
needy children in the community. The | 
objective needs no emendation or ex-| 
planation other than that, though de-| 
pression may have penetrated the} 
home, it shall not invade the hearts) 
of the children during the traditional 
season of peace and goodwill. 


In recommending adoption of the) 
Scouts’ suggestion, the Department of 
Education has urged co-operation of 
the teachers on the ground that such 
activities as the toy repair shop in-| 
volves “correlate closely with the con- 


tent of the school curriculum in indus- 
trial arts and in citizenship.” 


The plan of collecting and renovat- | 
ing toys for ultimate distribution 
among needy children has been devel-| 
oped to Dominion-wide proportions in} 
recent years, by the Boy Scouts, | 
Christmas of 1929 saw some 114 toy| 
repair shops in operation from which | 
renovated toys were distributed to 
some 50,000 children who, otherwise, 
would have been doomed to bitter dis-| 
appointment on Christmas morning. 
Last year, more toy shops were or- 
ganized and an even greater number 
of needy children made happy. Sas- 
katchewan boy scout groups contrib- 
uted their share towards making the 
scheme an unqualified success. This! 
year, with apparently greater need, 
particularly throughout the southern 
portion of the province, the call to 
service is more insistent. Recognizing 
the wider claim, the co-operation of 
the schools throughout Saskatchewan 
has been sought, the Department has 
given the movement its benison, and 
recommends it to the attention of 
school teachers. The toy repair shops 
should commence operations not later 
than November 15 and have all work 
cleared up by December 22, so that 
workers may have some time for 
their own Christmas preparations, it 
is urged. 

Information on the organization of 
toy repair shops may be obtained, if 
required, from the provincial head- 
quarters of the Boy Scouts’ Associa- 
tion, 208 Darke Block, Regina. Organ- 
ization covers collection of old or dis- 
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ing. Perhaps the school can lend a 
room, or boy scout headquarters. The 
church may supply the need in this 
respect, or some vacant store or other 
unused building may be placed at the 
disposal of Santa's young assistants. 
So long as the place is heated, lighted 
and is large enough to fulfil the re- 
quirements, it will be suitable. 

Then comes the matter of the ac- 
tual repairs. Some may call for in- 
genuity greater than the young peo- 
ple, themselves, can supply. In such 
cases, it is suggested that the serv- 
ices of the school manual training in- 
structors be requisitioned, the assump- 
tion being that they will readily re- 
spond. Boys taking manual training 
also can supply demands for “skilled 
labor.” School principals, church 
clubs, and teachers will be found 
ready to co-operate and it is suggest- 
ed that, wherever a boy scout group 
has established a toy repair shop all 
in the community contribute to its 
success. 

Ordinary repair work on small toys, 
scout experience has shown, can be 
done surprisingly well by a group of 
older boys and girls who should work 
under a “director of repairs’ who is 


}a Scouter with some skill in handi- 


craft and a well-stocked tool chest. 
Mothers and older sisters, it is said, 
usually prove very sympathetic, and 
render material assistance in the 
matter of dolls’ clothing and repairs 
on woolly animals. 

The Scout organization issues warn- 
ing, however, that workers should be 
garbed in serviceable old clothes for, 
while paint and enamel can convert 
a battered and decrepit express wag- 
on, sled or kiddie car into a thing of 
beauty or utility, it will completely 
ruin a perfectly good suit if distribut- 
ed too lavishly over its surface. 

As regards distribution of the toys, 
it is suggested that the matter be 
handled by a Scout Group Committee 
(where there is one), or by a Commit- 
tee ofthe school established to take 
care of it. After local needs are pro- 
vided for, it is suggested that any re- 
mainder be divided among the charit- 
able agencies in the nearest commun- 
ity, for distribution there, on the 
ground that, if a community-wide ef- 
fort is made to collect toys, they 
should be distributed on a community- 


| wide basis.

Western Farmers Benefit 


Advance In Wheat Prices Estimated 


To Increase Revenue By 
$10,000,000 

Ottawa, Ont.—-Western farmers will 
benefit to the extent of 8,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 as a result of October ad- 
vances in wheat prices, according to 
a rough estimate made by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistic The 
Bureau estimates that the increased 
prices may add from $25,000,000 to 
$39,000,000 to the value of wheat 


stocks held in all positions in Canada. 


In a statement prepared for Hon 
H. H. Stevens, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, the Bureau gives the cash 
closing prices of wheat at Winnipeg 
on October 1 and on October 21 

It is on the basis of this compari- 
son that the Bureau estimates at 
more than $8,000,000 the benefit to 
western farmers of advancing wheat 
prices. Increases are registered all 
along the line from No. 1 Manitoba 
hard to No. 1 and 2 tough Northern 
and No. 1 and 2 Duram, The aver 
age advance, states the Bureau, is 
about nine cents per bushel, or nearly 
double the bonus of five cents per 
bushel which is being paid.
